ASSESSING THE DAMAGE 

Scott Hennig of the Canadian Tax 
payers Federation (CTF) has closely 
watched this trend. He thinks the 
Alberta Family has lost its financial 
mind. 

“Most telling of this schizophrenia 
in the government is the budget 
speech, which sets the tone for the 
entire fiscal year... [Finance Minister] 
Shirley McLellan criticized her own 
budget while giving the speech. I've 
never heard of that before,’says 
Hennig. 

The problem, he explains, is that 
the Alberta family have become 
compulsive spenders with no con- 
cept of the future. 

“Alberta’s sort of like... these sad 
stories you hear about people who 
have won the lottery, blow it all, and 
are worse off than they were when 
they started,” says Hennig. “We 
could end up like the unfortunate 
millionaires, with new schools we

Shortly 
after the release of the 2006 budget, 
Uof A Economist Paul Boothe 
warned the Conservative caucus 
that if spending increases continue at 
the current rate, the Alberta family 
will begin accumulating debt in as 
little as four years. If oil and gas rev- 
enues decline, Alberta could face a 
deficit budget in as little as two 
years. 

How did the spendy Albertans 
react to the warnings? By introduc- 
ing a plan to ease the cap on how 
much of Uncle Oil's money could be 
spent on rent and groceries (pro- 
grams and capital expenses). If the 
plan is approved, Alberta will spend 
even more of its resource revenues, 
on budget 2006-07, $5.3 billion, up * 
from the $47 billion “cap” put in 
place last year. 


SAVINGS PANNED 

Henry and Martha did have a 
meaningful discussion about their

to program spending on health, edu- 
cation, and infrastructure the 
household equivalent of rent and 
groveries.

Finally, this spring the gov 
emment committed to two ad hox 
deposits of $1 billion each, the return 
of a portion of the funds earnings for 
“inflation-proofing” and a $750 mil 
lion dollar deposit for an “Advanced 
Education Enowment.” Still, the 
measures don’t represent a mneg- 
term investment plan, and the Her. 
itage Fund, valued at $13.6 billion, is 
worth half what it once was when 
adjusted for inflation 
“The government we've had for 
the last few years, I’ll be honest, 
they're a spend-thrift government 
Even [former Premier Peter] 
Lougheed has said we have to put 
some money away. What we're 
doing now is spending it all,” says U 
of A Economist Mel MeMillan, a 
contributor to the Canada West 
Foundation’s recent book Seizing 
Today and Tomorrow: An Investment 
In the book, McMillan and others 
note that the Tory regime has saved 
only on 8.6 per cent, or $10.5 billion 
of the $122.9 billion collected from 
resource revenue since 1976. The 
CWF has set out a firm “retirement 
plan” for the government: save 50 
per cent of every resource dollar 
earned from this point onwards. 
Using average resource revenues 
from the past five years as a guide, 
University of Calgary Economist 
Herb Emery estimates such a sav- 
ings plan could produce a fund 
worth $42 billion by 2015, or $55 bil- 
lion if the earnings of the fund are 
continually reinvested. Of course, 
such an adjustment would be diffi- 
cult to reconcile with current spend- 
ing habits. Supported by royalty dol- 
lars, Alberta currently spends 34 per 
cent more per capita than Ontario. 
Rectifying the situation would 
require either tax hikes, spending 
cuts, or a combination of the two. 
The danger in putting it off, 
McMillan says, is that the govern- 
ment will eventually have to make 
another “gut wrenching” adjust- 
ment to spending. 





AREAL RETIREMENT PLAN 
Recognizing that public demands 
for high services and low taxes will 
factor into the decision McMillan 
recommends transforming the Her- 
itage Fund into an Alberta Pension 
fund. Just like a family trust account, 
the fund would save current wealth 
for the benefit of future family mem- 
bers. To guarantee continual invest- 
ment in the fund, and rational bud- 
geting by the government, he recom- 
mends the government be allowed 
to fund 10 per cent of total program 
Spending from resource revenue, 
and save the remainder. Such a pro- 
gram would maintain Alberta’s tax 
advantages, encourage fiscal respon- 
sibility, and build a huge benefit for 
the province's seniors.

So far, I’ve written a story about 
Scott and me, gauchos (Spanish 
cowboys or guys who really know 
their meat), and an unspoken truth 
between friends. 

Oh my God. This is totally a Span- 
ish culinary version of Brokeback 
Mountain, El Brokeback Monte. But 
it’s not. Not that there would be any- 
thing wrong with that... 

Scott and I had headed over to the 
Boardwalk Market for lunch. After 
milling around for bit, we came 
across a little food stall off to the side 
of the food court with a handwritten 
sign that read, “Latin Delights.” 
Despite the fact that the kiosk 
appears to have been thrown togeth- 
er kind of haphazardly and that food 
production facilities arent immedi- 
ately discernable, we decided to give 
ita go because it reminded me of the 
type of place where you can some- 
times get top-notch street-food in 
foreign lands. 


BAG AND PAN HEAVEN 

Sure enough, Latin Delights 
serves Chilean churassco. Churassco 
is a Spanish and/or Portuguese term 
used across Latin America, generally 
in reference to grilled meat. Tradi- 
tionally, the gauchos that worked 
the huge cattle ranches in South 
America would slaughter a cow, 
and roast large chunks of meat over 
a fire slowly to preserve it for later 
consumption. In Argentina, churass- 
co isa thick cut of steak served as 
part of an asado, which is a techni- 
cally the national dish of Argentina, 
but as far as I can tell, it’s just an 
excuse to eat a whole cow with 
chimichurni, salad, and potatoes.

Gauchos were obviously pretty seri- 
ous about their meat! 

In Chile, churassco means thin 
slices of grilled meat (chicken or 
beef) served on a bun with some fix- 
ins, and that’s what we ordered... to 
share ($6). Everything is prepared 
from scratch at Latin Delights 
(including the traditional unleav- 
ened buns) and as we ordered, the 
woman who co-owns the place with 
her husband, dipped her hand into a 
Safeway bag and produced thin 
strips of sirloin that she tossed into 
an electric frying pan on the counter 
in front of her. Scott and I looked at 
one another and without saying a 
word knew instantly what the other 
was thinking—I want a magic bag of 
meat and an electric frying pan for 
the office. It was an unspoken truth 
between friends. 

As the meat cooked, the woman 
spread a little mayonnaise on the 
bun, along with this incredible 
homemade green hot sauce of garlic, 
chilies, and green onions (among 
other things). She then produced a 
Ginsu knife (I half-hoped she was 
going to cut open a few beer) and to - 
my horror started lopping off slices 
of the tomato she was holding in her 
hand. Quite honestly, I couldn’t 
watch. I was convinced she'd cut off 
a limb. In the end, she didn’t sever 
anything except the tomato. (She 
and her husband have been serving 
churassco for 10 years in Edmonton, 
so I guess “practice makes perfect” is 
the rule here.) 

Once the meat was just about fin- 
ished cooking, she began shredding 
it in the pan, pulling it apart with 
two plastic spatulas. She then 
scooped it onto the/bun, salted it 
heavily, topped it with tomato slices 
and julienne strips of soggy green 
beans that had either been liberated 
from a can or a freezer earlier in the 
day, cut the sandwich in two, and 



















then started it all over again 
next customer.

But 
that’s because you're a kid. 

Chances are good that you're still 
really, really ignorant about how 
people who don’t think and act and 
look like you exist. (Everybody was 
listening to Bowie, man! Everybody! 
Imean, you know, everybody at my 
school... at least the cool kids at my 
school...) 

The makers of C.R.A.Z.Y. do not 
seem to have moved terribly far out- 
side of that little sphere (despite a 
very nice sequence towards the end 
of the film where Zac goes ona 
globe-trotting walkabout). The film’s 
reception in English Canada, and 
particularly the incessant way that 
everyone talks about how it’s just so 








universal, suggests that they’ re not 
the only one 

So if you want your laziest 
assumptions about film culture con- 
firmed and flattered, you should run 
not walk to buy the DVD of 
CRA.Z.Y. You will find within not 
only the aforementioned making-of 
doc and some commentary trom the 
filmmakers over the film itself, but 
also a featurette called C.R.A.Z.Y.a 
Venise, which is actually just the 
episode of the ET-esque Star Systeme 
Extra that followed them to the 
Venice Film Festival. 

And in that little piece of infotain- 
ment you will hear Michel Coté, 
who plays the dad of the clan, recall 
how the film was catapulted to the 
success of La Grande Séduction 
(released in AngloLand as Seducing 
Doctor Lewis), or even Les Invasions 
barbares. As we close at the standing 
ovation the film got at the Venice 
Film Festival, our hip and perky host 
confirms that the film has today sur- 
passed the box office take of the first 
and now equaled that of the second. 
So here you are, in one of the most 
prestigious film festivals in the 
world, and you're still following the 
grosses.

hand she turns to eyelash-batting, 
handw ringing putty 

As for the students, the sporadic 
dance lessons they receive do not 
seem enough to explain the Cirque- 
du-Soleil-type feats of footwork they 
perform at the Life-Changing Final 
Competition required in all Charis- 
matic Teacher movies 

Their various subplots (the skinny 
boy secretly in love with the fat girl, 
the couple whose older brothers 
killed each other in a gang war but 
now forced to be dance partners, 
and the two boys smitten with the 
same girl who act out their love-tri- 
angle ina three-way tango) help to 
prop up the sagging narrative some- 
what. 

But the focus is clearly on Ban- 
deras, who remains studiously indif- 
ferent. He offers the expected out- 
bursts of righteous indignation at his 
students’ lack of confidence and his 
peers’ lack of understanding, and 
the occasional formulaic impas- 
sioned speech of encouragement, 
but fails to deliver any real character. 
A dead wife is mentioned in a super- 
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Banderas’ act.

“A big part of our play is helping 
people appreciate and recognize sto-

“We're asking what is the mea- 
sure of a good story, a mature story, 
a story with soul, a story that has 
enough spark that it can stand up to 
being carried on and be told to that 
third person, much like episodes of 
Seinfeld became such a successful 
series of water-cooler stories.

WE'RE BORN, WE BREED, WE DIE,” SOBS 
aman ona park bench manically 
feeding pigeons. 

True, but along the way we'll 
(hopefully) fall in love, be loved, and 
experience a myriad of allied feel- 
ings. Just as no two people feel an 
emotion the same way, the four 
playwrights who collaborated on 50 
Plays About Love have taken the 
grandest emotion of them all and 
smashed it into glittering potsherds. 

In deconstructing ‘amour, Collin 
Doyle, James Hamilton, Mike 
Thompson, and Catherine Walsh 
have devised a script made up of 
extremely short plays, vignettes real- 
ly, ranging from 10 seconds to 4 
minutes. At first, some of them—a 

razed hockey mom, a man with a 
hot dog fetish, a crazed Dance, Dance 
Revolution addict, a man ina dia- 
per—seem to have little to do with 
love per se. But the 50 short pieces 
illuminate a facet of the emotional 
state. Thus we get obsession, jeal- 
ousy, the lure of the taboo, abuse, 
sacrifice, and acceptance pulsing 





across the stage in a constantly 
changing emotional! landscape. 

The writing is disciplined and 
inventive. A scene with two old men 
ona park bench is understated, the 
pigeon interlude is heartbreaking 
Collin Doyle’s Angela's Story an 
achingly horrific story of love and 
abuse is riveting. The Maze, wherein 
a bratty Theseus complains to an 
aggravated Daedelus about the trials 
of girls and heroism, is utterly hilari- 
ous. Hamilton’s portrait of an over- 
zealous hockey mom is extremely 
funny with an underlying sense of 
horror. Throwing these pieces willy- 
nilly on stage would be chaotic, but 
acclaimed playwright, director and 
dramaturge Mieko Ouchi has found 
the commonalities and through lines 
in a bundle of disparate scenes, A 
woman speaking of her first kiss 
morphs into the woman in Angela’s 
Story; an enthusiastic Amway-type 
rep could also be the over eager 
mother exalting in her 13-year-old’s 
menarche (to the teen’s chagrin) 

By opting to only dim the lights to 
transition from scene to scene, Ouchi 
instills an appealing dramatic flow 
to the evening. That, along with 
clever multi-casting, allows specta- 
tors to feel that they are watching a 
complete story. It’s technically com- 
plex and beautifully executed— 
lovely to behold against David Fras- 
er’s black and white speckled vista 


of scrims. Dave Clarke's soundscape 
remixed from classic pop ballads 
and electronica is atmospheric, ath- 
tough a bit heavy handed on the 
sound levels. Less would be more. 

Where Ouchi perhaps has faltered 
is in allowing an unevenness of ener- 
gies onstage. Some scenes are ren- 
dered less effective when performers 
go for caricature rather than charac- 
ter. The scene with the two old men 
is beautifully written, but seems sent 
up because both Patrick Howarth 
and Dave Clarke go for stereotyped 
old codgers. Such choices betray the 
conceptualization’s subtleties 

That isn’t to say the performers 
don’t pull out some smashing 
moments. Howarth is a superb 
physical performer; Ryland Alexan- 
der steals many a scene with his dra- 
matic and comedic abilities; Clarke, 
a wild-eyed Pierrot of a performer is 
the most effective in realizing pathos 
through hilarity. The women are 
strong too, bringing fewer laughs 
but more rooted drama. Clarice Eck- 
ford spans the orgasmic delights of 
bubble wrap and the agony of paral- 
ysis; Catherine Walsh brings an 
affecting combination of stillness 
and offbeat humour; Blair Wensley, 
an actress of formidable dramatic 
range, offers delightful comic timing. 

The main issue with 50 Plays 
About Love is that in execution it 
hasn’t defined itself—a dramatic 
presentation vs. sketch comedy. 
Some acting choices render effective 
writing clichéd. But, when the broad 
strokes are skipped and specificity is 
centre stage, the passion soars.

HERE WERE OF COURSE FOUR OTHER 
tops behind the Four Tops, starting 
with composers/ producers Brian 
Holland, Lamont Dozier, and Eddie 
Holland. Five years with Motown, 
25 top ten hits penned—impressive 
stuff. 

But then there was the fourth top, 
Levi Stubbs—the peculiar, soulful 
vocalist that transformed feather 
light pop material into something 
other than naively spun sugar for 

Jub soda parties and barbeques. 

British punk troubadour Billy 
Bragg was on the right track when 
ne sang of Levi Stubbs’ tears— 
important attributes in the repertoire 

of this one-man volcano. 

The emotions virtually erupted 
from him—like hot glowing lava 








mixed with some type of love elixir 
With Stubbs fronting Lawrence Pay- 
ton, Renaldo “Obie” Benson, and 
Abdul “Duke” Fakir, Holland-Dozi- 
er-Holland assembled their favourite 
gang at Motown. 

The three composers, arrangers, 
and lyricists served many other 
Motown acts with classic hits, but 
their collaboration with Stubbs’ 
group was likely the one that 
worked best. 


SAME OLD SONG 

Along with the Supremes and the 
Marvellettes, the Four Tops were the 
most commercial of all Motown acts, 
but also possessed the most experi- 
ence and musical depth. 

The group had come together in 


1956 on the Chicago label Chess, 
subsequently recording for various 
other labels, before they connected 
with Motown-boss Berry Gordy in 
1963. They'd known each other since 
childhood, growing up together in 
North End, one of Detroit's working 
class neighbourhoods. Their stage 
presence was impressive—and prof- 
itable. Their wives—active in the 
entertainment business them- 
selves—were infuriated when the 
Tops abandoned the lucrative club 
scene for the recording studio, and 
no doubt blew their tops when the 
first album, Breaking Through, (on 
Motown’s jazz label Workshop) 
flopped 

But then, Berry Gordy made one 
of his smart moves. He brought the 
Tops and the Holland-Dozier-Hol- 
land trio of composers together, and 
the combination was a hit..The team 
of composing producers fell in love 
with Stubbs’ melodramatic vocals 
and provided the group with 
nuggets like “I Can’t Help Myself,” 





“It’s the Same Old Song,” and a cou- 
ple more of the tracks on the Second 
Album.

AS AN ENGAGED AND VITAL MEMBER 
»f the international art community 
for almost 40 years, New Yorker 
Karen Wilkin has some ideas con- 
cerning what role a public gallery 
can and should play. Having served 
as Chief Curator at the Edmonton 
Art Gallery for most of the 1970s, 
Wilkin also has interesting perspec- 
tive on that role in relation to 
our city 

Those are big questions with sev- 
eral answers,” she muses. “One role 
is to show people what's going on 
At the same time, you are hoping 
you are showing them the best of 
what's going on. It’s a balance 
between personal conviction and 
taste and the need to keep people 
informed: what is an influence, what 
has had an impact... people have a 
right to know what's going on. A 
regional influence can be explored— 
the local situation and across Cana- 


da—but it’s also important in the 
context of the world. Ideally, a broad 
enough program presents what's 
going on, and what went on at the 
source. We don’t need to see the 
third generation of it- 

Wilkin is possessed with a formi- 
dable intellect and is professionally 
connected to many of the lions of 
Modernism and its inheritors, which 
despite all the chatter about post- 
modern thought, has arguably 
remained the dominant influence of 
the past century in art. A great 
believer in the practice of making 
studio visits to working artists, to 
engage them in active dialogue 
about their current body of work, 
Wilkin disseminates what she dis- 
covers through her writings in 
books, catalogues, and prominent 
art magazines (as well as publica- 
tions like the Wall Street Journal), and 


independently organizes exhibitions, 


traveling from her Manhattan home 
to some of the world’s top cultural 
institutions. 

Returning to Edmonton as a guest 
speaker for the Alberta Gallery of 
Art's “Inside Art” Lecture Series, 
Wilkin will address the evolution of 
the work of revered Modernist

When Maurer's parents heard this, they 
bribed their daughter with a shiny blue boy's 
bike she'd had her eye on.

So Maurer gave it her best girl, and 
showed up at hee ina polyester skirt she 
snagged from her mother's closet.
